State Police 
to Get Cash, 
Faubus Soys 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Gov. Or- 


val E. Faubus said Thursday he 
thought surplus funds could be 
tapped to finance State Police op- 
erations through January 1, fore- 
going the need1 for a special legis- 
lative session to provide the mon- 
ey. 


But the governor, who has sev- 


eral times said that he might call 
a special session, didn't rule out 
the possibility. He said other mat- 
ters might come up. 


Hs comment came after State 


Police Director Herman Lindsey 
had. told the Legislative Joint 
Auditing Commitee that his agen- 
cy would be without funds by mid- 
November. 


Borrowing power of the depart- 


ment has been cut off by the State 
Comptroller's office,. Lindsey said. 


"We're just going to have to go 


home when we run out of cash," 
he told the committee. 


Faubus, who did not attend the 


meeting, said when informed of 
Lindsey's remarks thai he had 
conferred with Comptroller Louis 
A. Mashburn and Budget Direc- 
tor Julian Hogan and they agreed 
funds could be found. 


The legislative committee had 


convened! to review a special audit 
of Stale Police funds covering the 
period from July 1, 1961 Ihrough 
March 31 of this year. 


Lindsey told Ihe committee that 


at the end of the 1903-64 fiscal 
year the State Police would have 
a deficit of $208,228. By next Janu- 
ary 31, he said, the department 
would be $320,222 in the red.

son, 22—all of nearby Arlington, 
Va. 


Betcher was pronounced dead 


at D. C. General Hospital at.2:30 
a.m. Wednesday shortly after he 
and two other Ft. Belvoir,; Va., 
soldiers got into a fight with the 
four male defendants when their 
two cars stopped at an intersec- 
tion. 


Authorities thought Belcher had 


died as a result of the fight. But 
Coroner Richard A. Whelton found 
that the soldier died of crushing 
chest 
injuries from being run 


over by a car—first thought to 
have been the car in which Bet- 
cher had been riding. 


But Deputy Police Chief John 


Lay ton said later "it appears in- 
stead that the car the defendants 
were riding in was the one that 
backed onto Belcher's body."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court — depending on 
whose ox was gored—has been un. 
der atack since its beginning. 
Since everybody has an ox, new 
attacks never stop. But this year's 
were milder than many. 


The 1962-63 session, just ended, 


was one of the busiest in history. 
But the decisions covered areas 
generally less sensational than in 
other years or areas where the 
court had thrust its horn before 
and the shock had worn off. 


One clear fact emerged this 


year: The liberals have a clear 
majority in the nine-man court al- 
though they didn't stick together 
in every instance. 


Liberal as used here means: 
Deciding in favor of the rights 


and freedoms of the individual 
against the pressure of the state. 


In this sense the liberals on the 


court are definitely Chief Justice 
Earl Warren and Justices Hugo 
Black, William 0. Douglas, Wil- 
liam J, Brennan Jr. and Arthur 
Goldberg. 


The conservatives, although they 


often line up with the liberals, 
particularly on civil rights, are 
John M. Harlan, Potter Stewart 
and Tom Clark. In some cases 
liberals, some of them, line up 
with conservatives to make a ma- 
jority. 


The ninth member of the court, 


Justice Byron R. White, is a little 
harder to bracket. 


This was the first full term for 


Goldberg, former secretary of la- 
bor, and White, former deputy at- 
torney general, whom President 
Kennedy appointed in 1962. From 
the beginning Goldberg lined up 
with the liberals and has re 
mained there. 


White is definitely more con- 
ervative than Goldberg but, be- 
ause he 
switches around so 


much, he cannot be placed in

Economic 
Transition 
in Europe

NEW 
YORK 
(AP)—President 


Kennedy is going to a Europe that 
is in transition economically as 
well as politically. 


New problems—many like those 


plaguing the United States—are 
popping up. And how a divided 
Europe meets them is of prime 
concern to American business and 
hence to American workers. 


The European Common Market 


still flourishes—but not at the ex- 
citing growth rate that Americans 
earlier had been led to expect. 
And this easing is leading Euro^ 
peans to take a harder look at 
their relations with U.S. business. 


Several European countries are 


beginning to fret about a rising 
deficit in their balance of pay- 
ments—that nagging problem that 
in the Unitedl States often is re- 
corded in terms of loss of gold 
reserves. 


Europe's imports are rising as 


newly prosperous consumers de- 
mand more U.S.-type goods. They 
are buying more from abroad anc 
they are selling abroad. And some 
European governments are threat 
ening still tighter import quotas 
or higher tariffs to curb the flow 
of American goods. 


This is a chief stumbling block 


to the Kennedy round of tariff 
bargaining that will enter an im- 
portant preliminary phase in Ge- 
neva while the President will be 
in Europe. The Kennedy round is 
hopefully aimed! at slashing some 
tariffs by 50 per cent—both here 
and there—as provided by the 
powers the President got from 
Congress last year. The hopes at 
the moment are clouded. 


One way American corporations 


have had of getting around Eu- 
rope's high fariffs, restrictive quo- 
tas and currency curbs has been 
to build plants overseas and thus
